Secret contacts 
reported between 
USA, PLO 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (AFP). - 
The American State De- 
partment and officials of 
the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO) have 
been in secret contact sin- 
ce August last year, accor- 
ding to a report in Friday’s 
Financial Times. 


It said authoritative Ame- 
rican sources had disclos- 
ed that the contacts were 
carried out through third 
parties, including an Amp, 
rican non-Zionist Jewish 
university teacher, and toe 
State Department had ex- 
changed messages with 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat 


The Financial Times, went 
on: “After these exchan- 
ges the PLO, which was 
initially wary of them, is 
now awaiting clarification 
of the U.S. attitude to the 
organisation.” 
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Who to blame? 

There is just one thing to keep in mind when wondering 
about the continuing war in Lebanon : who could possibly be- 
nefit from it? Who could possibly be interested in keeping it 
going?

One thing has become abundantly clear. From the very 
beginning of the conflict in April, and every time the fighting 
has tapered off. it has inevitably been a provocation against 
either Palestinian elements or Moslem groups that has rekindled 
the civil war. 

Who has been behind the provocations ? Who killed 
Maarouf Saad in April ? Who massacred the busload of Pales- 
tinians in May? Who shelled poor Moslem residential areas in 
a coordinated three-front attack after the Ramadan holiday 
lull ? Who blockaded Tell al Zaatar camp ? Who overran Dbaye 
camp ? 

Who is behind the savagery? 

If perplexed non-Arabs view the situation' in Lebanon and 
mutter phrases of sad disbelief, it is not because the Arab World 
is incapable of taming some of its own enthusiasts. This is not 
a conflict between two Arab families, and it is certainly not a 
conflict between two rabid religious groups, as most of the 
international press reports paint it. It is easy for the internatio- 
nal reader to accept the conflict in terms of Christian vs. 
Moslem, but the facility of the symbolism is at the expense of 
the reality of the conflict. 

The Lebanese war is nothing less than an on-going attempt 
by an interested party to create turmoil in the midst of the 
Arab World, in the very heart of the Arab World's small but 
significant showcase state. For all its excesses or extravagan- 
ces, Lebanon has nevertheless been a dynamic exsample of the 
developmental thrust in the Arab World. 


There is only one country that has a clear interest 
spreading turmoil in the Arab World, and that is Israel.

This is not a situation where one will have the pleasure 
of catching the bad guys with the "smoking gun," the clear 
proof of complicity that seals guilt where guilt is suspected. 

There are a hundred ways for Israel and Israel’s main in- 
ternational supporters to fan the flames of warfare in the Arab 
World, and warfare, for Israel, has always been one of its 
primary national options. In this case, Israel and its symbiotic 
partners throughout the world are not overtly involved in the 
fighting, but it is crystal clear that this war in Lebanon would 
never have taken place if its ignominious seeds were not plant- 
ed in the Middle East during the past 50 years of colonialism 
in Palestine.

New rights for Britain’s women workers 


A few days before the end 
of 2975, which was Interna- 
tional Women's Year, two im- 
portant measures became law, 
effectively providing a new ch- 
arter for the working women 
of Britain. The 1970 Equal Pay 
Act came into full force on the 
same day that the employment 
and certain other provisions 
of the 1975 Sex Discrimination 
Act went into operation. 

Earlier in the year two other 
pieces of complementary legis- 
lation, the Employment Protec- 
tion Act and the Social Secu- 
rity Pensions Act, also reached 
the statute book and linking all 
of them is the practical them 
of concern for women at work. 

This is a crucial area, for 
well over half the women of 
working age in Britain do go 
to work and two-tbirds of them 
are married. Now women are 
forming an increasingly higher 
proportion of the country’s to- 
tal work force. 

Significantly, in their passa- 
ge through both Houses of Par- 
liament, the legislation receiv- 
ed broad all-party support, de- 
bates and divisions were lim- 
ited mainly to the details and 
time-scales involved. 

But the Government, is well 


aware that it is not enough 
merely to pass laws and expe- 
ct them to solve age-old prob- 
lems and eliminate ingrained 
social attitudes overnight. Dis- 
crimination cannot be legislated 
out of existence without a per- 
manent shift in public opinion 
and nobody expects this to be 
other than a long-term, pains- 
taking process. 

A keynote to the whole is 
the establishment of an Equal 
Opportunities Commission wh- 
ich has wide powers not only 
to enforce the law in the pub- 
lic interest but also to work 
towards the elimination of dis- 
crimination and to promote qu- 
ality of opportunity ■ between 
men and women. 

Greatest stress is laid on the 
positive side of the Commis- 
sion’s responsibilities: it will 
have a continuing duty to take 
action to educate and persuade 
opinion, to monitor and review 
the operation of the legislation 
and make recommendations to 
the Government, and to seek to 
identify and deal with discri- 
minatory practices by indust- 
ries, firms and institutions. 

The Sex Discrimination Act 
does not, as some seem to thi- 
nk, set out to change the Eng- 
lish language by making us all 


into uni-sex postpersons, chair- 
persons, foreperson and so on, 
but it is to help us to take a 
more practical approach to the 
problem. 

During 1975, then, much has 
been achieved in the field of 
women’s rights but the end of 
the year does not mark then 
end of progress. The Govern-

• BRUSSELS - British, West 
German and French nuclear 
fuel processing firms have re- 
ceived approval for an agree- 
ment from the commission of 
the European Economic Com- 
munity (EEC). 

The companies concerned are 
British Nuclear Fuels, Kewa of 
West Germany and the French 
Commissariat a l*Energie Ato- 
mique. The British and French 
organisation already have a 
joint plant for processing nu- 
clear fuel, and the West Ger- 
man company plans to build 
one. The three firms have deci- 
ded to co-ordinate their invest- 
ment programmes in the fuel 
processing sector. 

• LONDON. - The British go- 
vernment was Thursday urged 
to act at once to halt the “Ja- 
panese invasion” of British in- 
dustry. The call was made by 
The Engineer, the influential 
mouthpiece of the engineering 
industry. The magazine said 
that the Japanese were now se- 
curing a “stranglehold” on the 
British television tube industry, 
as they have already done in 
the radio, electric motors, steel 


pipes, type-writers, motorcy- 
cles and cars industries. 

• LONDON. - Construction 
work on Hong Kong’s new sub- 
way system has been insured 
for 4 billion Hong Konk dollars 
(400 million pounds), it was 
learned here Thursday. The co- 
ver registered on the London 
insurance market, is one of the 
biggest ever. The subway net- 
work is scheduled to open at 
the beginning of 1980.

International cooperation is 
the most effective strategy for 
long-term control of tropical 
pests, the UR. Ministry of Ov- 
erseas Development's Centre 
for Overseas Pest Research 
(COPR) says in its annual re- 
port, just published in London. 

This cooperation is typified 
by the collaboration between 
COPR, the UR. Natural En- 
vironment Research Council's 
unit of invertebrate virology, 
the East African Agriculture 
and Forestry Research Organi- 
sation in Kenya and the De- 
partment of Agriculture in 
Botswana. 

All are working on new typ- 
es of insect pest controls. 

One idea is to develop the 
insects' own viruses as control 
agents, which could lead to an 
agent that is effective, cheap 
and environmentally safe. 

COPR has also been taking 
part in other international pro- 
grammes such as the Food and 
Agriculture Organisation’s glo- 
bal programme of integrated 
pest control for certain major 
crops and — with rural public 
health being a vital factor in 
agricultural production — the se- 
ven-country onchocerciasis (ri- 
ver blindness) control project 


launched by the World Health 
Organisation in West Africa. 

The report details the work 
going on in various countries 
including schemes to control 
the tsetse ily and the laughing 
dove, which can strip grain 
harvest, in Botswana; biiharzia 
control in Ethiopia; coffee be- 
an borer eradication in Guate- 
mala; and the fight against mai- 
ze stem borer in Kenya, flies in 
Malta, the lop-eared jack ra- 
bbit in Mexico and the African 
armyworm in East Africa. 

The Centre for Overseas Pest 
Research says it is estimated 
that up to one-third of any har> 
vest in the developing world is 
lost to pests of one kind or an- 
other. 

Widespread acceptance of 
the importance of pest control 
h regarded as a matter of pri- 
me importance by COPR and 
the report says the internatio- 
nal attention the subject has 
attracted was significant both 
to the work of the centre and 
to the general re-orientation of 
aid programmes towards grea- 
ter support to the poorest prog- 
rammes and within those coun- 
tries to the very poorest rural 
areas.
